Extra budget funds to go for city street repairs

GRANITE CITY — The discovery 
of a $481,000 surplus in the city’s 
Motor Fuel Tax fund will mean 
needed street repairs. 

At a budget briefing Monday 
night, Fifth Ward Alderman Jake 
Varadian said he “‘discovered”’ the 
surplus since becoming a member of 
the finance committee 

“THIS WAS A LAXITY on my part 
because I just really didn’t unders- 
tand the workings of the MFT fund 
before,’’ Varadian said. 

Alderman Michael Modrusic, 7th 
Ward, said he has questioned the 


availability of funds for several 
years but was always told there was 
no money. 

Varadian said the surplus has ac- 
cumulated over a period of several 
years. The surplus came about 
because the city is receiving more 
MFT money than it is spending. 

THE MFT MONEY is beirig used 
currently for a payback of funds us- 
ed for construction of the 19th Street 
overpass and for construction of 
Maryville Road 

To spend the money’ on street 
repairs, the city must develop a pro- 
ject and then enact a resolution to 
spend the money, Varadian said 

Mayor Von Dee Cruse encouraged 








aldermen to spend the money on a 
project that will benefit the entire ci- 
ty. 


CRUSE SAID more ‘‘good" could 
come from repairing an entire sec- 
tion of a ward than from spot repairs 
of streets in all of the wards. 

Cruse mentioned the plan becausé 
of a budget line item for street 
repairs. 

Under the proposed budget, the ci- 
ty already has allocated $210,000 for 
street repairs. This money was to be 
divided evenly ($30,000 per ward) 
between the seven city wards for 
repairs 

SUPERINTENDENT of Streets 


Mac Warfield said the cost for sur- 
facing a 200-foot long, 32-foot wide 
section of street is $2,400 for 
materials alone. Warfield agreed 


‘that a $30,000 allocation for each 


ward would not go far, 


Alderman Paul Fisk said he would 
be in favor of spending the MFT 
money to«repair streets in the 
downtown area. 

“We are already. making plans to 
revitalize the area with the hiring of 
a city coordinator,”’ Fisk said. ‘I

What’s new 
in wineries? 


Wineries are springing up faster 
than’ever, and becoming familiar 
with the better new wines is get- 
ting harder and harder. 

For that reason it sometimes 
becomes important for me to 
scour the wine shops buying bot- 
tles made by wineries I never 
heard of before. I admit that this 
practice uncovers some very fine 
wines, but there are also an equal 
number of ho-hummers, wines 
that are either not very good, un- 
memorable or merely overpriced. 

I recently tasted 12 wines from 
new wineries, and found eight of 
them worth seeking.
